peared on behalf of the respondents either on 
30-6-83 or even today. Under such circumstances 
Mr. S. N. P. Sharma has been heard ex parte on 
behalf of the petitioner. Mr. S. N. P. Sharma has 
relied on the case of Dharam Singh vs. Multan 
Singh & others (1967 Doabia's Election Cases 245) 
where the learned counsel for the petitioner had 
submitted that he had no further instruction in the 
matter of prosecution of the election petition and so 
the election petition was dismissed for non-prosecu¬ 
tion. This is a decision of the Punjab High Court. 


Mr. S. N. P. Sharma has also relied on the case 
of Keshari Lai Kavi & another vs. Narain Prakash 
& others (A.I.R. 1969 Rajasthan 75) where it has 
been held that the High Court has power to dis¬ 
miss on election petition on non-appearance of the 
election petitioner. 

Mr. S. N. P. Sharma has also relied on the case 
of Sawalia Behari Lall Verma vs. Tribikram Deo 
Narain Singh and others (A.I.R. 1965 Patna 378) 
where it has been held that an election petition can 
be dismissed for default, as the provisions of the 
Civil Procedure Code is to be followed under 
section 90(1) and 92 of the Representative of the 
People Act, 1951. The present provision is 
section 87(1) of the Representative of the People 
Act, 1951, which shows that subject to the provi¬ 
sions of this Act and the rules made thereunder 
every election petition shall be tried by the High 
Court as early as may be accordance with the 
procedure applicable under the Code of Civil Pro¬ 
cedure to the trial of suits. 

It appears that in Election Petition No. 8 of 
1980 of this Court by order dated 2-3-1982 the 
election petition was dismissed for non-prosecution. 

Learned Advocate for the petitioner has submit¬ 
ted that as he has no instruction for prosecuting the 
election petition, so he does not press this election 
petition. Under such circumstances the election 
petition is dismissed for non-prosecution and there 
shall be order as to costs. Let a copy of this order 
regarding dismissal of this case be sent to the 
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Speaker, Lok Sabi:u, New Delhi, and to the Secre¬ 
tary, Election Commission of India, Nirwaehan 
Sadan, Ashok Road, New Delhi.
